Bitl by Jones of Polk County Would
Release 10,000 Aeres Of Valu-
abhle Land.

Ten thousand acres and more of
marsh and tidelands aronnd Yaquina
and Alsea bays, held by the Corvallis
& Bastern under thestate grant of
1874, are sought by the state in a bill
introduced in the house last week by
Jones, of Polk, What the land is now
worth no one knows, for It reaches out
in many directions, forming fishing
grounds, oyster beds, crab beds and
marsh lande suitable for agricultural
use with proper handiing, besldes
long reaches of water froot about the
harbors and water Hoe of the two bays,

Back in the early days of the state,
the Jegislature, on October 24, 1874,
graoted to the Willamette Valley &
Coast Railroad company all ol the
tide and marsh lands in what was
then Beoton eounty., Sinece that time
the county has been cut in two and the
lands in question are now in Lincoln
oounty, BSince thattime the original
company has been taken over by what
iz pow known as the Corvallis & East-
ern, one of the branches of the Harrl-
man system,

Duriog all the time that the original
company or lts successor in interest
has held this vast grant it has made
no survey of it and has paid no taxes
or In any manner asserted title to it
Now the Jones bill comes to declare
the grant vold and provides for its
revision to the state.

Itis set forth in the bill that the
supreme court of the United States in
the case of the Illinois Central Rall-
road company vs. the state of Illinois,
146 U. 8, page 452, has held that all
tidelands, are held by the state io
trust for the people of the state so that
they may enjoy the navigation of the
water, carry on -commerce and have
the liberty of flshing therein, freed
from the obstruction or interference
of private parties, that it s not withio
the providence or power of a leglala-
ture to grant away the title of an en-
tire harbor and that any such grant if
not absolutely vold 18 revocable,

City Councilmun Proposes New Sewer
And Extension of The Macadam
District Soon.
Planos for extensive additions to both
the macadam and sewer distriet in
Dallas were introduced at the meeting

of the City Counell last night.

Councllman Coad reported for the
street committea the need of 8 new
sewer on Ash street, to begin at the
county road and run eastward through
theentire length of the street, The
laying of this sewer would extend the
city’s system more than a block
further south than the sewer laid
under contract by Messrs, Vensgke &
Taylor, and would give a much freer
distribution to the enormous drainage
from the western section of the oity
which was formerly confioed to the
diteh on Washington street,

Coupellman Coad was instructed to
confer with the city eopgineer and
sequre estimates as to the probable
cost of the proposed improvement,

The proposed districts for Improve-
ment with  macadam  were algo
announced, This work, If carried out
as planped, will compriss about 15
pew blocks [n the main portion of the
city weat of Main Streat, the work on
the various streets being distributed
as follows: On Oak street from Maln
to Levens ; on Mill street from Church
to Levens; on OCourt street from
Church to Levens; on Washington
street from Charch to Haywer; on
Levens street from the tannery hill
to the south end of the streer; and on
Church street from Oak to Washing-
ton.

Coupcllman Ellis announced that he
had conlerred with the proprietors of
the pool rooms and soft drink estab-
lishments and had decided to with-
draw hls preposal for an ordinance to
remove all card tables and to enforee
other restrisctive measures. His action
in the matter was prompted by the
willingness of the proprietors of these
establishments to comply fully with
all the regulations now lmposed apon
them by the city.
